Constable Newell has had a consid 
erable civil business to attend to of 
late and 
has not been able to give 
much attention to criminal cases ex­ 
cept of every day importance. 
For­ 
tunately there has not been a demand 
for an officer for the arrest of criminals 
per se, for some time past. 


Under the new law there is but very 
little 
chance 
for >.a constable or his 
deputy to make any very large wages, 
as it was customary in days gone by. 


In the matter of a constable or his 
deputy maTcing money it is a question 
they study. 
It may be similar to the 
fact that ev£ry new patent in regard to 
safes where money is kept for security; 
no sooner does a thief who has been 
accustomed to work in that line notice 
something new, than he begins to find 
out what it is in order that he may be 
able to overcome it when he crosses 
the track. 


The same thing might be appro­ 
priately applied to the minions of the 
law. 
Just as soon as the law passed 
by the last legislature became known

made to obviate it.

was the nominal arrest of a city offi­ 
cial upon the charge of riding upon 
the sidewalk in violation of a city or­ 
dinance.

Phosphorescent Light. 


Some experiments have been made in 
France to determine the specific action 
of a considerable lowering of tempera­ 
ture upon the brilliaucy of certain 
bodies which shine in the dark 
after 
having been exposed to sunlight 
Tubes 
of glass filled with the powdered sul 
phides of oaloium, barium, strontium, 
e t a , all substances possessing the prop 
erty of phosphoresoenoe in a high degree, 
Were exposed to the solar rays and after­ 
ward proved to be luminous in the dark, 
this being done in suoh a way as to fix 
upon the memory the mean value of the 
progressive diminution of the emitted 
light, and the time also was noted dur 
ing .which the light was strong, less 
strong and weak respectively. The tubes 
were next placed in bright sunlight for 
one minute and then suddenly intro­ 
duced into a double walled glass oylin 
der, the interspace of whioh was filled 
with nitrous oxide at 140 degrees C In 
about five or six minutes the tempera' 
tare of the tubes was some 100 degrees. 
They were then withdrawn, and when 
observed in a perfectly dark oh amber no 
luminosity whatever was peroeptibia 
As the tubes recovered their normal tern 
perature, however, the phosphorescence 
returned without the exciting agency 
of the sun's rays or of diffused 
light 
These results were proved to be general 
for all phoaphareaosnt substances em 
ployed. 
The experiments showed, too, 
that the production of the phosphores 
oent light requires « certain movement 
of the constituent molecules of bodies.

The beehive everywhere represented 
as the emblem of industry, as for in­ 
stance in pictures on the covens of sav­ 
ings bank, books, is the old fashioned 
round, sugar loaf structure made of twist­ 
ed straw, but as a matter of fact there ; 
ore very few suoh hives now in use ex­ 
cept in Germany and Austria, and even 
there the modern hive is taking their 
places. The modern hive is made of ; 
boards and is square, with some modifi­ 
cations in shape and style. I t is not 
nearly so picturesque as the old fash­ 
ioned hive. 


A gentleman farmer in New Jersey, 
desiring to get two of the old fashioned 
hives to set u p on his place, commis­ 
sioned a New York dealer in beekeepers' 
supplies to buy them. 
The dealer com­ 
municated with many bee farmers in his 
search and finally found one hive on 
Long Island. The gentleman h a d mean­ 
while found one hmself, so that he had 
his desire. 


Dealers in beekeepers' supplies sell 
everything required, including bees i n ' 
the season. One con buy a colony of bees 
or any number of bees, just as he can 
buy dry goods or shoes. Queen bees are 
Bant from here all over the cduntry.

They are shipped by mail in little boxes 
called queen's cages. 
There is in each j 
cage space for the queen bee and for a 
number of worker bees. In one end of J 
the cage is placed a snffloent store of 
candy for food to last the bees on their j 
journey. Queen bees are frequently sent 
from here to Australia in this manner, 
and 50 per oent of them reach their des­ 
tination alive after a journey of 45 days.

The stem of the latter 
rises naturally from the ground at the 
entrance to the pulpit, whioh ia appar­ 
ently hewn out of a rook. The preacher 
stands under the shadow of the leaves, 
the cross at his right hand. 
Below him 
and in front of the pulpit, forming a 
part of the base, is a horse whioh has 
thrown its rider. It looks aa though 
some Jmpious horseman had approached 
Calvary heedlessly and been hurled to 
destruction over a precipice. 
The ex­ 
planation of the design is not given by 
the guide at the cathedral nor in any 
book, so visitors and regular worshipers 
are at liberty to interpret it to please 
themselves.—Brooklyn Eagle.

, Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 6 0 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


Sac. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 4 3 4 every- person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of Ms deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

Many of Thorn Detest the Weed, While 
Otbars rind Bolaee In It, 


The following from Edmund Yates' 
"BeooUeotiQns" appeared in a London 
periodical: "Mr. Gladstone ' detests* to- 
baooo; Mr. Matthew Arnold 'abuses' 
it; Mr. Buskin hates the man who 
'pollutes the pure air of the morning 
with oigar smoke.* Bufr are we not con­ 
soled for the abstinence of these great 
men by the devotion of others of emi­ 
nence? Thackeray once declared that he 
did not despair to see a''bishop lolling 
out of the Athenenm with a cheroot in 
his mouth, or, at any rate, a pipe stock 
in his'shovel h a t ' But if we have not a 
smoking bishop, we have a smoking poet 
laureate (alluding to the late Lord Ten­ 
nyson), familiar with tobaccos, Latakia, 
Connecticut leaf, Perique, Lone Jack, 
Michigan, Killiciniok, Highlander 'or 
any of the English brands.' 


"How did he take the gentle weed? 
At his feet was a box of white clay pipes. 
Filling one of these, he smoked until it 
was empty, broke it in twain and threw 
the fragments into a box prepared for 
their reception.

In vain 1 At 
SrcEy fresh attempt say insidious f00 
stretched me prostrate an the floor. [Re­ 
peated cheers.] I entered the navy. 
Again I tried to smoke and again met 
with defeat I hated tobaooo. I could al­ 
most have lent my support to any insti­ 
tution that had for its object the putting 
of tobaooo smokers to death. [Vooiferons 
cheering.] 


" 'A few years ago I was in Brittany 
with same friends. We went to an inn. 
They began to smoke. They looked very 
happy, and outside it was very wet and 
dismaL I thought I would try a oigar. 
[Murmurs. ] I did so. [Great expecta­ 
tions. ] I smoked that cigar—it was de­ 
licious. [Groans. ] From that moment I 
was a changed man, and I now feel that 
smoking in moderation is a comfortable 
and laudable practice and is productive 
of good.

A Curlotu Fact. 


The Popular Science News calls atten­ 
tion to a most remarkable account of the 
position of certain planets as located in 
"Gulliver's Travels. " This book, writ­ 
ten somewhere about 1726, contains the 
following 
words: "They spend the 
greater part of their lives in observing 
the celestial bodies, whioh they do by 
the assistance of glasses far excelling 
ours in goodness. They have likewise 
discovered two lesser stars, or satellites, 
which revolve about Mars, whereof the 
innermost is distant from the center of 
the primary planet exactly three of his 
diameters and the outermost five. The 
farmer revolves in the space of 10 hours, 
and the latter in 21J£, so that the 
squares of their periodical times are very 
near in the same proportion with the 
cubes of their distance from the center 
of Mars." 


One hundred and fifty years before it 
was known that Mars had a satellite, 
when the theory that it had one would 
have been met with ridicule, or at least 
disbelief, the author of this remarkable 
book described the exact number of satel­ 
lites that Mars possessed, told their loca­ 
tion and unusual speed; also a peculiar­ 
ity in the relation of the speed to the 
oentral orb, a peculiarity based upon no 
principles with which astronomers are 
familiar. 
A careful study of the state­ 
ments made by many writers of marked 
ability will almost inevitably lead us to 
the conclusion that certain imaginative 
minds have the gift of prophecy, or, at 
all events, there may be flashes of divi­ 
nation possibly unsuspected by the writ­ 
ers themselves.

Meals In the Dark AfM, 


Few references can be found as to the 
manner in which a meal was served and 
eaten daring the dark ages. As near as 
we can learn, the soap was pat in a big 
bowl with ears, called a "porringer." 
There was seldom a spoon far each per­ 
son. Those who had spoons dipped them 
into the porringer, and the liquid was 
carried directly to each month.

Conventional rules are most useful in 
intercourse with strangers, and this feel­

The number of steps 
which a prince or embassador might ad­ 
vance to meet the other without derogat­ 
ing from his dignity, and the frequent 
halts and bows, find a parallel in the 
amusing form of canine etiquette, when 
one dog "spies a stranger" at a distance. 
The first dog stops short, then trots on a 
little, then crouches and finally lies flat 
down, with its nose on its paws, like a 
skirmisher ordered to open fire on the 
enemy. The other dog, whioh was less 
quick sighted, sometimes lies down, too, 
but more usually trots slowly up, with 
occasional halts. 


The action of the first seems clearly to 
be a survival of a time when a dog nat­ 
urally crouched in order to conceal itself 
the moment it saw any other creature 
which might hurt it or which, on the 
contrary, it might want to stalk. The * 
sudden drop is something like that of a 
setter when "creeping" up on to the 
birds, but more like the crouch of the 
fox when it sees a hare or wants to con­ 
ceal itself from persons whom it sees 
while it is still unseen. But now it is 
observed as pure convention, one which 
is obviously mere show, but to omit 
which would be a breach of canine eti­ 
quette whioh might and sometimes does 
lead to a fight.—London Spectator.

The booty they bring 
back is regard|d as common property, 
and the population depends upon it for 
their support.—Good Words.
